THE  NAME  OF  THURMAN 


The  name  of  Thurman  is  believed  by  some  to  have 
been  derived  from  Thurnham,  a  town  in  Lancashire, 
England,  the  residence  of  its  first  bearers,  but  is  more 
likely  to  have  been  taken  from  the  ancient  Saxon  name 
of  Thormond,  which  was  later  used  as  a  surname  of  the 
sons  of  one  so  called.  It  is  found  on  the  early  English 
and  American  records  in  the  various  forms  of  Thor¬ 
mond,  Thurmond,  Thormund,  Thurmund,  Thormand, 
Thurmand,  Thormon,  Thormun,  Thorman,  Thurmun, 
Thurmon,  Thurman,  and  others,  of  which  Thurman  is 
most  generally  accepted  in  America  today. 

Among  the  earliest  records  of  the  family  in  England 
were  those  of  Henry  and  Walter  Thurmond  of  Oxford¬ 
shire  before  1273,  Alan  Thormond  of  County  Norfolk 
about  the  same  time,  Henry  Thurmond  or  Thurmund  of 
Hampshire  about  1292,  and  Edward  Thurman  of  Corn- 
hill  at  a  later  date,  as  well  as  numerous  others. 

It  is  not  known  from  which  of  these  families  the  first 
emigrants  of  the  name  to  America  were  descended,  but 
it  is  generally  believed  that  all  of  the  Thurmans  were 
of  common  ancestry. 

Among  the  first  records  of  the  name  in  America  is 
that  of  Jane  Thurman,  who  went  to  Virginia  in  1637 
and  settled  in  New  Norfolk  County.  John  Thurman 
came  from  England  to  Virginia  prior  to  1638.  He  and 
his  son  John  are  the  first  male  members  of  the  family 
in  America  of  which  we  have  authentic  record,  living 
in  James  City  County,  Virginia,  in  1638.  That  family 
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consisted  of  John  Thurman,  his  wife,  Anne  (More- 
craft)  Thurman,  and  three  children,  John,  Jr.,  Elizabeth 
and  Joan. 

As  the  new  counties  were  created  Thurmans  followed 
the  westward  march  of  civilization,  as  shown  by  gov¬ 
ernment  records,  some  going  down  into  the  Carolinas. 
One  family  settled  in  Anson  County,  North  Carolina, 
where  Philip  Thurman  was  horn  November  15,  1757. 
Other  children  were  born  there.  Later  this  family  is 
found  in  Cheraw  District,  South  Carolina,  where  Ben¬ 
jamin  and  Philip  became  Revolutionary  soldiers.  Ben¬ 
jamin  also  furnished  supplies  for  Continental  and  mili¬ 
tia  use.  (Salley’s  Revolutionary  Claims  of  South  Caro¬ 
lina  and  Pension  Records). 

Both  the  South  Carolina  and  Virginia  families  took 
prominent  parts  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 
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JOHN  THURMAN  DESCENDANTS 


DESCENDANTS  OF  JOHN  THURMAN 
OF  VIRGINIA 


Generation  I  John  Thurman 

In  1638  John  Thurman  and  his  wife,  Anne  (More- 
craft)  Thurman,  and  children,  Elizabeth,  Joan,  and 
John,  came  from  England  and  settled  in  James  City 
County,  Virginia.  They  probably  sailed  with  his  broth¬ 
er-in-law,  Edmund  Morecraft,  a  Virginia-London  mer¬ 
chant,  who  was  engaged  also  in  transporting  immigrants 
to  America  at  his  own  expense  in  order  to  receive  the 
fifty  acres  headright  allowed  for  each  person.  More- 
craft  died  late  in  the  year  1638,  and  John  Thurman  was 
one  of  his  executors.  John  Thurman  and  members  of 
his  family,  with  Morecraft’s  two  sisters,  Elizabeth  and 
Marie,  who  lived  in  London,  were  legatees  under  the 
will. 

In  1756  John  Thurman,  a  descendant  of  John  and 
Anne  (Morecraft)  Thurman,  with  his  wife,  Mary 

( . )  Thurman,  and  children,  removed  from 

Virginia  to  the  southern  border  of  Anson  County,  North 
Carolina.  The  state  archives  show  that  on  January  15, 
1757,  he  made  application  for  land  near  the  Big  Pee 
Dee  River  in  that  county,  which  was  issued  to  him  De¬ 
cember  5,  1760.  The  records  of  that  county  show  an  in¬ 
ventory  of  the  estate  of  John  Thurman,  deceased,  signed 
by  Mary  Thurman  and  Abraham  Cook.  The  date  is  not 
shown,  but  it  is  presumed  to  have  been  about  1770. 

After  the  death  of  John  and  prior  to  the  Revolution 
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the  family  moved  across  the  border  into  Cheraw  Dis¬ 
trict,  now  Chesterfield  County,  South  Carolina,  from 
whence  the  sons,  Benjamin  and  Philip,  went  to  serve 
as  soldiers  in  the  cause  of  the  Revolution,  as  shown  by 
the  State  Auditor. 

The  State  Archives  show  that  John  Thurman  was  the 
first  and  only  Thurman  head  of  a  family  in  Anson 
County,  North  Carolina,  prior  to  1815.  The  names  of 
all  of  his  children  are  not  definitely  known,  but  from 
family  history  it  is  known  that  Benjamin,  Mose,  and 
Philip  were  brothers,  and  it  is  thought  that  John  and 
William,  and  possibly  Andrew,  were  brothers  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  and  Philip. 

This  information  was  furnished  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Thurman  Edington,  Chairman  of  the  Genealogical  Rec¬ 
ords  of  the  Arizona  Society  of  the  D.  A.  R.,  Tucson, 
Arizona.

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BENJAMIN  THURMAN  LINE 


Generation  II  Benjamin  Thurman 

Benjamin  Thurman,  son  of  John  and  Mary  ( . ) 

Thurman,  was  born  in  Virginia  about  1755,  prior  to 
the  removal  of  his  parents  to  Anson  County,  North 
Carolina;  died  in  DeKalb  County,  Georgia;  married 
Jul  ia  Shumate,  who  died  in  Chesterfield  County,  South 
Carolina,  and  was  buried  in  the  family  burying  ground 
near  the  old  Thurman  home,  which  was  destroyed  by 
fire  a  few  years  ago.  The  farm  is  in  a  good  state  of 
preservation.  The  old  mill  and  other  marks  can  be 
located. 

The  State  Auditor  of  South  Carolina  shows  Benjamin 
Thurman  as  a  Revolutionary  War  soldier.  He  was  a 
well  established  planter  during  the  Revolution,  and 
furnished  supplies  for  Continental  and  militia  use  in 
1780,  1781  and  1782.  A.  S.  Salley’s  Revolutionary 
Claims,  Book  0 — Q,  page  97,  contains  the  following: 
“No.  592,  Liber  0.  Issued  the  28th  of  April,  1785,  to 
Mr.  Benjamin  Thurman  for  124  pounds  sterling  for  sun¬ 
dries  for  Continental  and  militia  use  in  1780,  1781  and 
1782,  per  account  audited.  Principal,  pounds,  124,  an¬ 
nual  interest,  pounds  8:13:7.” 

The  original  claims  are  in  the  files  of  the  Historical 
Commission  of  South  Carolina,  Columbia,  S.  C.,  and 
photostats  of  them  are  held  by  Mrs.  John  D.  Humphries, 
of  914  East  Rock  Springs  Road,  N.  E.,  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

Concerning  Benjamin  Thurman,  Mrs.  Laura  Perkins 
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Thurman  of  Cheraw,  S.  C.,  in  a  letter  to  John  D.  Humph¬ 
ries,  dated  August  11,  1936,  says:  “Benjamin  Thurman 
was  evidently  buried  in  Atlanta,  north  of  Capitol  Ave¬ 
nue,  at  the  homestead  of  his  son,  David.  Dr.  Thurman’s 
father  took  us  for  a  visit  there  once,  and  pointed  out 
the  graves,  but  there  were  no  markers.  Benjamin  Thur¬ 
man,  Sr.’s,  grave  had  a  large  coping.  Dr.  Thurman’s 
father  told  us  that  day  that  he  would  move  the  grave  to 
his  cemetery,  because  he  had  sold  the  premises,  and 
feared  the  land  would  be  cut  up  into  residential  lots 
and  the  graves  demolished.  His  wife  was  buried  in 
Chesterfield.  Moses  Thurman,  one  of  the  sons  of  Ben¬ 
jamin,  was  buried  with  his  mother  near  Chesterfield  at 
Old  Friendship  Church.”

DAVID  THURMAN  LINE 


Generation  III  David  Thurman 

David  Thurman,  son  of  Benjamin  Thurman,  and 
Julia  (Shumate)  Thurman,  was  horn  May  6,  1796,  in 
Chesterfield  County,  South  Carolina;  died  in  DeKalb 
County,  Georgia,  in  1831.  He  was  educated  at  Yancey- 
ville,  North  Carolina,  and  became  a  Methodist  preacher, 
joining  the  South  Carolina  Conference.  He  married, 
February  10,  1816,  Lavinia  Mann,  who  died  in  At¬ 
lanta,  Ga.,  in  1864. 

David  Thurman,  with  his  wife  and  three  children,  ac¬ 
companied  by  three  brothers,  William,  Richard  and  Ben¬ 
jamin  Franklin,  removed  from  South  Carolina  to  Geor¬ 
gia  in  1826,  and  settled  where  Atlanta  is  now  located. 

Their  children  were: 

1.  David  Clark  Thurman,  born  November  8,  1819, 
in  Chesterfield  County,  South  Carolina;  died  in  Wal¬ 
ker  County,  Georgia,  August  16,  1889.  He  married,  Au¬ 
gust  26,  1840,  Margaret  Boyles,  daughter  of  Enoch  and 

Nancy  Boyles,  who  was  born  in  .  County, 

North  Carolina,  February  20,  1824;  died  March  . , 

1902.  Both  David  Clark  Thurman  and  his  wife  are 
buried  in  Trinity  burying  ground  in  Walker  County, 
Georgia. 

David  Clark  Thurman  and  his  family  removed 
from  Atlanta  to  Walker  County  in  1855.  He,  as  his 
father  had  been,  was  educated  for  the  ministry.  He  was

licensed  to  preach  in  1849;  was  ordained  a  deacon  in 
1863  by  Bishop  James  Andre;  and  received  his  Elder’s 
orders  from  Bishop  Levi  Scott. 

While  living  in  Atlanta,  in  1850  and  1851,  David 
Clark  Thurman  kept  a  diary,  which  contains  many  in* 
teresting  references  to  Atlanta  citizens  of  that  date.  To 
illustrate:  October  6,  1850:  “Let  Edward  L.  Jones 
have  my  horse  to  go  to  his  brother’s,  John  Jones.  His 
wife  to  be  buried  today.  Died  yesterday.”  February 
22,  1851:  Mentions  a  procession  of  Masons  and  Sons 
of  Temperance,  who  marched  to  the  M.  E.  Church, 
where  G.  G.  Smith  read  Washington’s  Farewell  Ad¬ 
dress,  after  which  L.  C.  Simpson  delivered  a  speech. 
April  18,  1851:  “Got  some  pills  of  Dr.  Gilbert  to  take 
tonight  at  bed  time.” 

L.  C.  Simpson  was  the  first  resident  lawyer  of  Atlanta, 
and  on  January  31,  1848,  was  elected  to  the  first  city 
council.  Dr.  Joshua  Gilbert  was  the  first  resident  phy¬ 
sician  of  Atlanta.  His  first  wife  was  Nancy  Humphries, 
daughter  of  Charner  and  Mary  (Darby)  Humphries.  She 
is  buried  in  Oakland  Cemetery.  Edward  L.  Jones  mar¬ 
ried  Lucy  Thurman,  sister  of  David  Clark  Thurman. 

The  quotations  from  the  diary  of  David  Clark  Thur¬ 
man  were  taken  from  the  original  diary,  which  is  in  the 
possession  of  Mrs.  Louise  (Morris)  Martin  of  LaFayette, 
Georgia.  A  copy  is  on  file  in  the  Department  of  Archives 
of  Georgia,  1516  Peachtree  Street,  Atlanta,  Georgia.

William  Thurman,  son  of  Benjamin  and  Julia  (Shu¬ 
mate)  Thurman,  was  born  in  South  Carolina  in  1778; 
died  in  Carroll  County,  Georgia,  in  1871;  buried  at 
Smith  Chapel,  Rev.  John  Thurman  preaching  the  funeral. 
He  married  Elizabeth  White,  born  in  1790,  in  Chester¬ 
field  County,  South  Carolina;  died  in  Fulton  County 
during  the  War  Between  the  States;  buried  near  high¬ 
way  north  of  home,  eight  years  later  being  removed  to 
Oakland  Cemetery.  The  census,  1820,  for  Chesterfield 
County  lists  him  as  follows:  Males:  to  10 — 2;  to  45 — 1. 
Females:  to  10 — 2;  to  16 — 1;  to  45 — 1. 

William  Thurman  came  with  his  family  and  three 
brothers,  Richard,  Benjamin  Franklin,  and  David,  to 
Georgia  in  1826,  and  settled  near  where  Fort  Walker 
was  established  during  the  War  Between  the  States. 
That  fort  was  established  in  or  near  the  family  graveyard 
on  Richard  Thurman’s  land.  No  evidence  of  the  grave¬ 
yard  remains.  The  census,  1830,  DeKalb  County,  lists 
William  Thurman  as  follows:  Males:  10  to  15 — 1 ;  15  to 
20 — 1;  50  to  60 — 1.  Females:  Under  5 — 2;  5  to  10 — 
2 ;  10  to  15—1 ;  15  to  20—1 ;  40  to  50—1. 

The  census,  1850,  Blackhall  District,  DeKalb  County, 
lists  William  Thurman  as  follows:  Age  72;  farmer;  real 
estate,  $3,000.00;  born  in  South  Carolina;  wife  Eliza¬ 
beth,  60;  Sarah,  26;  William,  16;  David,  11. 

The  will  of  William  Thurman,  Sr.,  was  dated  April 
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25,  1862;  codicil  dated  May  10,  1862;  executed  in  Ful¬ 
ton  County;  Wiles  G.  Roberson,  son-in-law,  and  David 
R.  Thurman,  son,  nominated  executors;  filed  in  office 
of  Ordinary  of  Carroll  County,  April  4,  1891;  five 
daughters  mentioned  by  name;  other  children  referred 
to  but  names  not  given.

The  names  and  dates  of  birth  of  the  children  of  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Elizabeth  (White)  Thurman  were  furnished 
byj  oseph  Aquila  Roberson,  son  of  Wilse  G.  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  (Thurman)  Roberson,  of  Anniston,  Alabama.  He 
states  that  they  were  taken  from  the  family  Bible  of  his 
father,  now  owned  by  his  niece,  Mrs.  Viola  McConkle, 
of  Vernal,  Utah,  daughter  of  John  N.  Roberson.  He  says 
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that  the  Bible,  now  in  had  condition  from  age  and  from 
having  “passed  through  an  Alabama  storm  some  years 
ago,”  was  used  by  Rev.  John  Thurman  when  he  preached 
the  funeral  of  Wilse  G.  Roberson,  and  that  in  the  course 
of  his  remarks,  Rev.  Thurman  read  from  the  fly  leaf 
of  the  Bible  the  following  words,  written  by  the  deceased  : 
“Commenced  the  17th  time  to  read  this  Bible  through  at 
family  prayer.”

Generation  III  Richard  Thurman 

Richard  Thurman,  son  of  Benjamin  and  Julia  (Shu¬ 
mate)  Thurman,  was  born  in  South  Carolina  in  1787; 
died  in  Carroll  County,  Georgia,  in  1857;  married  Nancy 
Little  in  South  Carolina,  who  died  in  Carroll  County. 
Both  are  buried  at  Smith  Chapel.  Richard  Thurman 
came  with  his  family  and  three  brothers,  William, 
Benjamin  Franklin,  and  David,  to  Georgia  in  1826, 
and  settled  between  what  is  now  Grant  Park  and  the  De- 
Kalb  County  line.  In  1851  he  removed,  with  his  son, 
Rev.  John  Thurman,  to  Carroll  County. 

The  census  for  1820  shows  him  as  living  in  Chester¬ 
field  County,  South  Carolina,  and  those  of  1830,  1840 
and  1850  show  him  as  living  in  DeKalb  County,  Georgia. 

The  will  of  Richard  Thurman  was  dated  September 
3,  1856,  probated  March  2,  1857;  recorded  in  Will  Book 
A  of  Carroll  County.  His  wife  and  children  are  named 
in  it. 

The  children  of  Richard  and  Nancy  Thurman  were: 

1.  John  Thurman,  born  November  28,  1810,  in 
Chesterfield  County,  South  Carolina.  In  1826,  at  the  age 
of  16,  he  came  with  his  parents  and  three  uncles,  Wil¬ 
liam  Thurman,  Benjamin  Franklin,  and  David,  to  Geor¬ 
gia.  At  18  he  began  preaching,  and  later  was  licensed 
to  preach  by  the  Methodist  Church. 
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A  Mr.  Wells,  having  completed  a  one-room  frame 
building  near  where  the  Kimball  House  now  stands, 
and  being  a  pious  man,  desired  to  have  religious  ser¬ 
vices  in  the  house  before  occupying  it  as  a  residence. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  the  services,  and  Rev. 
John  Thurman  was  engaged  to  preach.  The  women  being 
seated  inside  and  the  men  outside,  Rev.  Thurman  stood 
in  the  door,  where  both  groups  could  see  and  hear  him 
deliver  his  message. 

Among  those  present  at  the  first  service,  referred  to 
as  the  community's  first  sermon,  were  Mr.  Wells  and  his 
family,  Elias  Ward  and  his  brother,  ‘’Painter’  Smith, 
and  a  brother  of  Governor  Lumpkin,  who  had  contracted 
to  build  the  railroad  depot. 

At  the  age  of  25  Rev.  John  Thurman  was  married  to 
Martha  Ann  McDaniel,  of  near  Decatur,  Georgia.  In 
1851  he  removed  to  Carroll  County,  Georgia,  and  settled 
six  miles  northeast  of  Bowden,  where  he  lived  until  his 
death,  on  November  7,  1894.  There  he  became  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and  organ¬ 
ized  Mount  Pleasant,  now  Smith  Chapel  Church,  for 
which  he  gave  the  church  site  and  the  adjacent  burying 
ground,  where  he  himself  was  buried. 

Martha  Ann  (McDaniel)  Thurman  died  November 
19,  1857.  The  following  year  Rev.  John  Thurman  trav¬ 
eled  throughout  the  state  on  horseback  as  President  ol 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Conference.  During  that  year 
he  met  and  married  Eliza  S.  Lavender,  of  near  Griffin, 
Georgia.

Benjamin  Franklin  Thurman,  affectionately  known 
as  Grandsire,  son  of  Benjamin  Thurman,  Jr.,  and  Julia 
Shumate  Thurman,  was  horn  in  Cheraw  District,  South 
Carolina,  in  1791.  He  married  Eleanor  (Nellie)  Rivers, 
who  was  horn  in  South  Carolina  in  1793.  With  three  of 
his  brothers,  William,  David,  and  Richard,  Benjamin 
moved  with  his  family  to  Georgia  in  1826.  They  all 
settled  in  and  around  what  is  now  known  as  Atlanta. 

Eleanor  Rivers  Thurman  died  in  1862,  and  after  her 
death  Benjamin  married  Elizabeth  Boozer,  whose  birth 
and  death  dates  are  not  known.  No  children  were  born 
of  this  marriage.  Benjamin  Franklin  Thurman  died  in 
Atlanta  in  1874.  Both  he  and  Eleanor  were  buried  in 
the  Thurman  burying  ground,  in  the  rear  of  what  is 
now  known  as  1042  West  Marietta  Street,  N.  W.,  but 
their  bodies,  with  those  of  their  children,  were  subse¬ 
quently  removed  to  an  acre  lot  bought  from  Casey  Ceme¬ 
tery,  north  of  Crest  Lawn  Cemetery,  and  known  as  Thur¬ 
man  Cemetery.

Generation  II  Philip  Thurman 

Philip  Thurman,  son  of  John  and  Mary  Thurman, 
and  brother  of  Benjamin  Thurman,  was  born  in  Anson 
County,  North  Carolina,  near  the  Big  Pee  Dee  River, 
November  15,  1757.  His  application  for  a  pension  as 
a  Revolutionary  Soldier,  of  fde  in  the  Bureau  of  Pen¬ 
sions,  Washington,  D.  C.,  states  that  he  fought  with 
troops  from  the  Cheraw  District,  South  Carolina,  as  a 
private,  beginning  in  1775,  and  ending  November  15, 

1782.  He  names  the  Captains  and  Colonels  under  whom 

he  served.  He  married  Kesiah  . ,  July  10, 

1783,  in  Anson  County,  North  Carolina,  though  both 
were  residents  of  Cheraw,  because,  as  he  states  in  his 
application,  “in  those  days  the  law  in  South  Carolina 
required  that  people  go  to  North  Carolina  to  be  mar¬ 
ried.” 

The  census  of  1790  and  that  of  1800  show  him  to  be 
living  in  South  Carolina.  In  1801,  according  to  his  state¬ 
ment,  he  and  his  family  migrated  to  Smith  County,  Ten¬ 
nessee,  two  or  three  years  later  going  to  Anderson  County, 
and  in  1806  removing  to  Bledsoe,  (then  Roane  ) County, 
where  he  died  September  2,  1840.  His  wife,  Kesiah, 
died  in  May  or  June,  1845.

William  Graves 


William  Graves  was  born  in  Virginia  about  1755.  He 
died  in  Wilkes  County,  Georgia,  about  1835.  He  was 
married  to  Mary  Kirk  in  Virginia  about  1784.  She  was 
born  in  Virginia  about  1764,  and  died  in  Wilkes  County, 
Georgia,  about  1825. 


The  name  of  William  Graves  appears  in  the  Harvey 
list  ol  Revolutionary  Soldiers,  which  was  published  as 
Appendix  “F”  in  the  third  annual  Report  of  the  National 
Society  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution 
to  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  page  377;  also,  in  Lucian 
Lamar  Knight's  Georgia  Roster  of  the  American  Revo¬ 
lution,  page  416. 


An  Act  of  February  25,  1784  (Watkins  Di  gest,  page 
294;  Col.  Rec.  XIX-2  page  301),  laid  out  Franklin 
and  Washington  Counties,  adjoining  Wilkes  County, 
and  provided  for  bounty  lands  in  said  counties  for  of¬ 
ficers  and  soldiers. 

William  Graves  petitioned  for  lands  in  Washington 
County.  On  April  9,  1784,  Colonel  Elijah  Clarke  cer¬ 
tified  “that  William  Graves,  a  citizen,  hath  steadfastly 
stood  in  defense  of  this  and  the  United  Slates,”  and 
“Therefore,  I  think  he  is  entitled  to  a  citizen  s  bounty, 
agreeable  to  an  Act  of  Assembly  passed  at  Augusta  the 
20th  of  August,  1781.” 
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Colonel  Elijah  Clarke  was  a  resident  of  Wilkes  Coun¬ 
ty.  (White’s  Historical  Collections,  page  685).  The 
Act  of  August  20th,  1781  (Watkins  Digest,  page  237; 
Col.  Rec.  XIX-2,  page  142),  referred  to,  declared  to 
be  citizens  those  who  had  renounced  allegiance  to  Great 
Britain  and  taken  arms  in  defense  of  Georgia  and  the 
United  States. 

The  petition  of  William  Graves  was  granted  April  16, 
1784.  On  May  17,  1784,  the  surveyor  of  Washington 
County  was  authorized  and  required  to  survey  and  lay 
out  for  William  Graves  287  VL>  acres  of  land  in  Washing¬ 
ton  County.  On  the  reverse  side  of  this  warrant  appear: 
“Warrant.  William  Graves.  2871/>  acres  bounty  land, 
Washington  County.  1192.  Eleven  hundred  and  ninety- 
two.  Clarke.” 

An  Act  of  February  22,  1785  (Watkins  Digest,  page 
308;  Col.  Rec.  XIX-2,  page  434),  provided  that  vacant 
lands  in  Glynn,  Camden,  and  other  named  counties 
should  be  granted  out. 

On  September  5,  1785,  two  certificates  issued  to  Wil¬ 
liam  Graves,  each  authorizing  287V>  acres  to  be  laid 
out  to  him  in  Glynn  and  Camden  Counties,  as  bounty 
lands,  in  lieu  of  warrants  for  Franklin  County.  Also, 
on  same  date,  two  certificates  to  William  Graves,  each 
for  575  acres,  to  be  laid  out  to  him  in  Glynn  and  Cam¬ 
den  Counties,  as  bounty  lands,  in  lieu  of  warrants  for 
Franklin  County.  Also,  on  same  date,  a  certificate  to 
William  Graves  for  500  acres  to  be  laid  out  to  him  in 
Glynn  and  Camden  Counties  as  bounty  lands,  in  lieu  of 
warrant  for  Franklin  County. 
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William  Graves,  of  Wilkes  County,  also  made  ap¬ 
plications  for  and  received  lands  as  head  rights.  His 
petition  of  March  31,  1784,  stated  that  he  had  four  in 
his  family  besides  himself. 

All  of  the  foregoing  bounty  grants  and  head  rights 
appear  of  record  in  the  Georgia  Department  of  Archives, 
1516  Peachtree  Street,  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

Generation  II  Eliza  Graves 

Eliza  Graves,  daughter  of  William  and  Mary  (Kirk) 
Graves,  was  born  in  Virginia  in  1800.  She  died  June 
25,  1862,  in  Newton  County,  Georgia.  She  married 
Robert  Nisbet  in  Wilkes  County,  Georgia,  in  1817.  Both 
are  buried  in  Hopewell  Church  burying  ground,  in  New¬ 
ton  County.  On  March  20,  1938,  the  General  John  Floyd 
Chapter  of  the  National  Daughters  of  1812  unveiled  a 
tablet  at  Robert  Nisbet’s  grave.

Generation  I  James  Jones 

James  Jones  was  of  Welsh  descent.  He  married  Mary 

. ,  whom  he  called  Molie.  His  wife  survived 

him  and  was  long  a  widow,  much  beloved  by  the  family. 

Mrs.  Martha  (Wilkins)  Cowan,  of  Atlanta,  has  in  her 
possession  a  small  Bible  which  belonged  to  James  Jones. 
It  is  bound  in  brown  leather  and  was  published  in  Dub¬ 
lin  in  1780.  On  the  fly  leaf  is  written:  “James  Jones, 
his  book.  Bought  September  7,  1791.  Price  6s,”  indi¬ 
cating  that  the  entry  was  made  at  the  time  the  Bible 
was  bought.  There  is  no  space  in  the  Bible  for  a  family 
record,  but  on  a  blank  page  between  the  last  book  of  the 
Bible  and  the  concluding  portion  of  the  book  appear  the 
dates  of  the  birth  and  marriage  of  Agnes  Jones,  and 
the  birth  dates  of  her  children. 

This  Bible  was  bought  the  year  Agnes  Jones  was 
born.  Her  brothers,  James  and  Robert,  were  probably 
older  than  she,  Robert’s  wife  having  been  born  October 
23,  1782.  English  currency  was  in  use  in  South  Carolina 
prior  to  the  United  States  Monetary  Act  of  1792,  and 
the  Bible  could  have  been  bought  in  South  Carolina. 
However,  the  families  of  many  immigrants  of  Welsh 
descent  went  to  Ireland  before  coming  to  America. 

On  the  back  fly  leaf  of  the  Bible  is  the  following  en¬ 
try:  “Agnes  Cowan’s  book,  price  SI. 43%.  June  27, 
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1811.”  Agnes  Jones  married  James  Cowan  on  that  date. 
Her  father  paid  six  shillings  for  the  book  on  September 
7,  1791.  The  price  stated  probably  represented  six  shill¬ 
ings  in  United  States  money.

Generation  II  Robert  Jones 

Robert  Jones,  son  of  James  and  Mary  ( . ) 

Jones,  was  born  in  South  Carolina.  He  lived  in  Abbeville 
District  prior  to  his  removal  to  Gwinnett  County,  Geor¬ 
gia,  in  1823.  He  married  Sarah  Roberts,  who  was  born 
October  23,  1782.  She  was  a  sister  of  Betsy  Roberts, 
who  married  James  Jones,  brother  of  Robert. 

Robert  Jones  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Episco¬ 
pal  Church  and  a  minister  of  the  Gospel.  He  removed 
to  DeKalb  County  about  1825,  and  made  his  home  about 
twelve  miles  east  of  Atlanta  near  what  is  now  the  Flat 
Shoals  Road.  He  built  a  log  church  across  the  road  from 
his  home,  which  was  first  called  Jones’  Chapel.  It  was 
later  called  Macedonia.  A  few  pillars  of  a  later  building 
remain  on  the  site  near  the  burying  ground.  He  died  in 
1828,  and  his  wife  died  July  10,  1874.  Both  are  buried 
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at  Macedonia,  as  are  also  a  number  of  their  children 
and  grand  children.
